Chicago, lil.—Warren G. Harding,
United States senator from Ohlo, was
nominated for the presidency by the
republican ustional convention after
a deadlock which lasted for nine bal-
fots and finally forced out of the run-
ning el the original favorites.

As his running mate the conven-
sjon named Gov. Calvin Coolidge of
eyassachusctts, upsetting & plan of a

Frank O. lLowden and their transfer

of leaders om the early balloting, also
wont steadily down hill
Entering the comvention Tuesday,
June 8, as a candidato distinctly of the

got only 64 votes on the first.ballot
and on the sscond he dropped to 06,
When the coavention adjourned at
the end of the fourth ballot he had 61,
In all night conferences among the
party chiefs, however, he was men-
tioned many times as the most Mkely
break the noniination deadlock
meither Wod, Lowden nor
Johmson take a commanding lead.
They all failed to do #o, Wood and
Lowden a neck god neck race
on four lots. whila

date dwindied steadily.

Meanwhile Harding pushed his to-
tal to 133, individual delegates from
many states awinging to him from
the oolumns of the leaders and of
various favorite sons. The Johnson
managers, fearing a landslide was im-
pending, then made a last play Lo save
the fortunes of their candidate,,

They moved to recess for a couple
of hours in order to take an Inventory
and seek a new combination. The
Wood and Lowden forces, both virtu-
ally at the peak of their strength, but
disheartened at the long string of bal-
lots without material gains, fell in
with the recess plan and the conven:
tion adopted it

In the dramatie succession of con-
ferences that followed the fate of the
candidates virtually was sealed, Bome
of the Wood and Lowden managera
tried ineffectuslly for an agreament
which would hold their delegates In
Nae and kill the Harding boom. S8ome
tried 0 get & Wood-Lowden-Johnson
agreement to adjourn untl! Monday
without making a nomination. There
also was a conference between John.
son and Harding supporters in which
the Ohloan's supporters tried without
success to have the remaining John-
pon strength swung to Harding.

It was the parley between the Hard-
Ing and Lowden men, however, which
apparently bore the most fruit when
the ballloting began again, for Gov.
Lowden came to the conventlon dur
ing the minth roll call and, reversing
a previous plan to go beforse the con-
vontion fitself, . Issued  instructions
from bohind t(he scenes reloasing his
instructed delegates. Senator Hard-
ing also was in the rear of the Coli-
weum platform during the voting and
ecenferred with Chalrman Hayas

Almost as soon as the alphabetical
oall of states began after the recess,
the groundswell for Harding demon-
strated that it would not be fore
stalled. Commecticut, when her name
was called, took thirteen of her four
teen votes from Lowden and gave
them to Harding. In Florida he got
seven from Wood, and
tacky, slmost from the first a solid
Lowden state, flopped completely inte!
the Harding column. |

Amid scenes of rising enthusiasm
other blocks of Lowden delegates fol-
lowed suit, while many of the routed
Wood supporters went into the Hard
ing camp. By the end of the roll call
Benator Harding had rolled up a total

of 374, putting him far into the lead
and several score of votes nearer the
nomination than any candidate had
been before.

Lowden at the end of the ninth had
only 121 votes left out of the 307 with
which he ended the eighth and Gen.
Wood's strength had fallen from 299
on the eoighth to 249 on the ninth.

As the tenth roll call began dele-
gates quit Lowden, Wood and John-
som right and left and the big hall was
in almost continuous applause as state
after state announced accession to the
Harding atandard. It was reserved
for Pennsylvania to add the crowning
touch of enthusiasm. When the Key-
stona state was reached the Ohio sen-
ator nesdad thirty-two votes to nomi-
nate him and Pennsylvania gave him
sixty.

It was Gov. Sproul, himself, the
capdidate of hip state on every pre-
coddng ballot and mentioned many
times as a possible dark horse to
break the leadlock, who announced
the big Pennsylvanian vote for Hard-
ing, Entering the Collseum floor for
the first time since the balloting be-
gan, he made his way to the Pennsyl-
vania standard and, amid cheers, re-
leased the delegates from longer sup-
porting him. Then he took a poll,
got the floor and threw in the win-
ning Harding votes,

When It was seen that the candi-
date had been nominated, the customs
ary changing of votes began with a
half dozen who had voted for other
candidates switching over so as to ap-
pear in the winning column on the
last ballot, Most of the Illinols dele-
gation deserted its governor and many
of the Wond men, too, asked to have
their votes recorded for Harding.

The fidal checkup showed 682 for
Harding, with only 12 left supporting
Lowden; 167 for Wood and 80 for
Johlinson, At thelr best, earlier in the
day, the Wood people had musieraed
812 votes and the Lowden forces 311,
Johnsgon's high point was 148, on tho
socond ballot Saturday.

The plan to nominate Senator Len-
root for the vice presidency had the
backing of many of the men who had
helped put Harding over, but the
name -of Gov. Coolidge stirred the
delegates and galleries to repeated
cheering and he was awept Into sec
ond place on the ticket before the
firat roll call had gona two-thirds of
its length. Again It was Pennsyl
vania which furnished the winning
votes,

Qov, Coolldge got 674 votes to 146
for S8enator Lenroot and 68 for Gov,
Allen of Kansas. Several others got
scattering support  without belng
placed formally in nomination. The
